ExrnAoRDINARY BaLLoow VoxacE.--Mr. Joseph Bimmons, 
asronaut, of Hull, has furnished particulars of his late night balloon 
voyage from the west of England to the Midlands. Startin {тош 
Bath just before seven p.m. inthe Raven, with a strong wind blow- 
ing from the south. west, at 7.5 he waa near enough the earth to 
ascertain the name of the place below him to be Malmesbury. A; 
7.10 he passed over Tetbury, and at 735 was heartily cheered by 
the inbabitants of Oheltenham. The wind increased in violence, 
and at 810 he heard the words Come down here,” exclaimed from 
Btratford-on-Avon. Soon afterwards he threw the grappling irons 
into & tree, from which they speedily broke loose. Presently he 

threw out the grapnels, which clung to some hurdles, bat the 
Raven, siding gaily with the wind, was not to be brought to earth 
in this menner, so getting rid of her burden snd shaking herself off 
she careered sway into cloudland.
